A Census 2020 Undercount 
Will Cost Greenbelt Money

Despite widespread uncertainty 
resulting from COVID-19, the 
2020 Census continues. Con- 
ducted once every 10 years, the 
U.S. Census requires households 
to submit counts of and data 
about occupants at each address 
throughout the country. Accord- 
ing to the U.S. Census Bureau, 
Prince George’s County had a 
2.3 percent undercount rate when 
the last census was conducted in 
2010; Greenbelt is considered one 
of the areas that is more difficult 


oy as 


to count. 

The coronavirus outbreak adds 
an extra layer of complexity to 
an already fraught ordeal. But 
that doesn’t make the census any 
less of a priority. 

Jordan Baucum Colbert, an 
organizer with the 2020 Census, 
wants to assure residents that 
they can participate in the census 
without jeopardizing their health. 
Most households received an

There are spe- 
cific programs in Prince George’s 
County for grants or loans to 
help pay rent or heating/util- 
ity bills. The State of Maryland 
provides information on many 
social services in a specific zip 
code on its website 211md.org, or 
people can call 211 with specific 
services requests. 

The Greenbelt Assistance in 
Living (GAIL) program lists area 
organizations that may offer as- 
sistance for a variety of needs 
including rental, utility, furniture, 
clothing and household items. 


Assistance is provided based on 
the eligibility of applicants and 
organizations are limited in the 
amounts they may provide. Two 
organizations listed that spe- 
cifically offer financial assistance 
are the Salvation Army Prince 
George’s County and United 
Communities Against Poverty. 
The Salvation Army provides 
resources to help people satisfy 
the basic needs of life, housing 
and shelter to qualified candi- 
dates. Some of what can be pro- 
vided by the social services and 
emergency assistance programs 
include clothing, food and finan- 
cial assistance to pay rent or util- 
ities and other critical necessities.

ERHS Grad Abiona on Team 
seeking Vaccine for COVID-19 


For the last three years, Olu- 
bukola Abiona, has been working 
as a post-baccalaureate Intramural 
Research Training Award (IRTA) 
Fellow at the National Institutes 
of Health Vaccine Research Cen- 
ter to develop vaccines for virus- 
es like SARS, MERS and, most 
recently, COVID-19. 

Abiona, 24, said that she and 
her team, led by Dr. Barney Gra- 
ham, are very fortunate that their 
current work with the coronavirus 
vaccine is not something new to 
the facility. 

“The coronavirus research was

Beauchamp Match Deadline 
For Donations Is Extended

The Greenbelt News Review 
has extended the time it will 
match all donations, up to a total 
of $5,000, made to the Univer- 
sity of Maryland’s Virginia W.

As of April 10, the donation 
total was $3,065, according to 
Norah Quinn McCormick, assis- 
tant director of development for 
the university’s College of Arts 
and Humanities.

Greenbelt has always been 
a comforting place, but rarely 
more so than now. For as we 
mourn for our countrymen and 
watch on television as unfathom- 
able numbers of people sicken 
and die, our little town feels like 
a bit of heaven.

Memorial Library System (PGC-

official invitation in March to 
respond to the Census, with an 
ID for completing the Census 
online. Residents can also re- 
spond via U.S. mail or by phone 
(see 2020census.gov/en/ways-to- 
respond.html). Once the requested 
information is submitted, the obli- 
gation is finished and no follow- 
up is required. 

Households that do not re- 
spond will receive a visit from 
a census taker sometime in June 
or later. These visits — and the 
deadline for completing the Cen- 
sus — have been delayed due to 
the coronavirus (see 2020census. 
gov/en/news-events/press-releases/ 
statement-covid-19-2020.html). 

Completion of the census, Col- 
bert explains, is actually closely 
connected to the unfolding public 
health situation. Prince George’s 
County undercount rate in 2010 
translated into a loss of an “ 
estimated $363 million in federal 
funds.” As a result, the county 
is “strengthening its message on 
the importance of completing the 
Census as it relates to the access 
to healthcare, vaccinations and 
emergency resources in the midst 
of the current crisis.” 


In an effort to boost participa- 
tion, Colbert says the county has 
taken steps to extend its reach to 
the community. This, she assures 
the community, will not stop in 
light of COVID-19. She says the 
county is looking to local faith- 
based leaders, educators and non- 
profit groups to help facilitate 
outreach that complies with social 
distancing regulations like “food 
distribution efforts, social media, 
email distribution lists and virtual 
phone banking efforts.” 

What the next few months 
will look like remains unclear, 
but one thing remains certain: the 
2020 Census is still taking place, 
and Prince George’s County is 
committed to making sure every 
household is counted.

Wona Charlotte Bryan died at 
the age of 88 on April 6, 2020, 
at Casey House, Rockville, from 
congestive heart failure. She was 
born in Waynesburg, Pa., to Ar- 
thur and Muriel Sagges. She 
attended Cumberland Township 
High School, Carmichaels, Pa., 
and was a member of the Na- 
tional Honor Society. She worked 
after high school at the U.S. Pat- 
ent Office in Washington, D.C 

On September 29, 1951, in 
West Lanham Hills, she married 
Wesley Adelbert Bryan, who 
grew up in Greenbelt and went 
to school with members of the 
McCarl dental family. The Bryans 
lived in Greenbelt in the 1950s. 
Mrs. Bryan helped run Bryan 
Moving & Storage, in Belts- 
ville, for over 40 years, including 
the yearly auctions, which older 
Greenbelters may remember.

Speedier Impact Payments 
For Those Not Filing Taxes 


The Social Security Admin- 
istration has issued a press re- 
lease that describes a new U.S. 
Treasury Department web tool 
to allow quick registration for 
Economic Impact Payments for 
those eligible individuals who 
do not normally file a tax return. 
This includes people who re- 
ceive Social Security retirement, 
survivors or disability insurance 
(SSDI) benefits. Register soon 
through the IRS portal (irs.gov/ 
coronavirus/non-filers-enter- 


payment-info-here) as Treasury 
is beginning to make automatic 
$1,200 payments to registrants. 
Those who don’t register will 
have to wait longer to receive 
their payments. 

For those who have dependent 
children under the age of 17, 
registering through the above 
portal will also ensure they get 
the $500 payment per dependent.

Program solidified her career in- 
terests in more translatable appli- 
cations of basic science research. 

Now, Abiona said, she is 
grateful to be in a lab where she 
wears multiple hats and is able 
to help in many different areas of 
vaccinology. Although each day 
brings new assignments, Abiona 
said that her main responsibilities 
include vaccine development and 
protein production. 

“When your body produces 
antibodies, we want to see how 
potent they are,” Abiona ex- 
plained, “So, we set up a mimic 
vaccine and see if the antibodies 
can stop a fake, or pseudo-, virus 
from entering cells in a dish in 
the lab.” Because vaccine devel- 
opment involves working with 
mimic systems, Abiona said that 
neither live viruses, nor a virus 
that is harmful, are ever used in 
these experiments. 

Abiona’s second main respon- 
sibility, protein production, in- 
volves screening samples from 
animals. “If we are testing an

animal, when we immunize them 
we don’t know if there’s going to 
be a response or not. That’s the 
experiment,” she explained. “By 
making this protein, we’re able 
to tell whether or not they have 
a response.” 

While these are just two of 
Abiona’s hats, she said that her 
day-to-day work life also means 
pivoting to where she is needed. 
Whether it’s to aid in the organi- 
zation or facilitation of an experi- 
ment, Abiona said, “I step in and 
help wherever I can.”

At the beginning of March, 
nearly $15,000 of the $25,000 
endowment goal had been raised. 

Currently, with the News Re- 
view’s matched donations, a total 
of approximately $21,130 has 
been raised.

“Campus mail continues to 
be incredibly slow,” Quinn Mc- 
Cormick said.

The Beauchamp Scholarship 


has provided annual need-based 
awards of $750 since its con- 
ception in 2016 for graduate 
students in the Department of 
Women’s Studies. Once endowed, 
the scholarship has the potential 
to grow to $1,000 a year and 
will live in perpetuity to support 
generations of students, accord- 
ing to Quinn McCormick. The 
fund must reach $25,000 by June 
30, 2021, in order to become an 
endowed scholarship.

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Shot May Have Been Fired 
In Crowne Plaza Hotel Room

At 11:16 a.m. on April 8, 
Greenbelt police responded to a 
report of a possible shooting at 
the Crowne Plaza hotel on Ivy 
Lane.

George Mathews, public infor- 
mation liaison for the Greenbelt 
Police Department, was unavail- 
able for comment, but no recent 
update has been provided.

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Who Is That Masked Man? 
Greenbelter Stakes a Claim

When the call went out to pro- 
duce homemade masks, GHI resi- 
dent John Campanile had to ad- 
mit that sewing wasn’t his strong 
suit. But he could, by golly, ride 
a bike. So he volunteered to be 
the link between mask makers 
and users — completed masks are 
scooped up by him on his bike 
and readied for delivery. 

Campanile is one of the key 
elements in Greenbelt’s mask 
enterprise, which connects those 
who can sew, those who have 
materials and those who can pick 
up and drop off. A repository 
of fabric and sewing notions is 
available in the driveway of 166 
Ridge Road for anybody wish- 
ing to make masks. We have 
received recent shipments of bias 
tape donated by Freedom Realty 
and others and are fully stocked 
with fabric and sewing notions 
necessary to make a variety of 
masks. There is also a bin there 
for finished masks that is emp- 
tied frequently. Many patterns 
are available on the internet and 
most end-users of the masks 
are happy to have any pattern 
though some hospitals are pre- 
scriptive. Go to facebook.com/ 
groups/231369768006318 for 
information. 

Several Greenbelt-based mask- 
making initiatives have been 
ramping up over the last sev- 
eral days. Having produced over 
1,200 masks at the time of writ- 
ing either in transit or already 
delivered, city residents are do- 
ing their part to provide some 
protection to health care workers 
facing COVID-19. The virus is 
driving the shortage of masks, 
but now that the number of local 
coronavirus patients is escalating, 
the scarcity of masks affects all 
patients — not just those with the 
virus. 

In the absence of sufficient 
N-95 class masks or to comple- 
ment them, the hand-sewn masks 
are a valuable asset to local hos- 
pitals. Though much less effective 
than the standard N-95 mask, 
according to the Centers for Dis- 
ease Control, they are “better 
than nothing”. Epidemiologists 
and historians point out, however, 
that in 1918 people also knew to 
cover their faces and used fabric 
masks to do so. Unfortunately, 
wearers took risks that weren’t 
justified by the level of protec- 
tion. The feeling of invulner- 
ability conferred by the mask led 
to riskier behavior and possible 
increased overall exposure.
